OF DEATH

Comes To Dr. Abraham T.

Fulton Monday Morning

tt Mt. Vernon Hospital After

A Brief .Illness

Practiced Medicine In This

City For Many Years

And One Of The Largest Prop-

erty Owners In County

The Funeral And Interment

To Occur Near Homer

Dr. Abraham Turner Fulton, one of
Mt. Vernon's largest property own-
ers, died Monday morning at 6 o'clock
at the Mt. Vernon hospital after an
Illness of a complication of diseases.

lw Heart trouble was the final cause of
demise.

Dr. Pulton was taken sick two
weeks ago and entered the Mt. Ver-
non hospital for treatment. During
the period of his stay there, he be-

came weaker and weaker and lost his
power of speech. Death finally came
Monday morning.

Dr. Fulton was born on a farm near
Homer, Licking county, on October 4,
1854. He was accordingly 61 years
of age. He was the son of Mr. and
Mrs. William Pulton who were na-
tives of the state of Pennsylvania,
and who migrated to this state, set-
tling near Homer.

When a young lad, Dr. Fulton at-

tended the school at Homer and, hav-
ing developed an aptitude for medi-
cine, came to Mt. Vernon whoro he
read medicine under the late John
W. Russell. During his period of
preparation, he wentfto Columbus fre-
quently for medical lectures at the
Starling Medical college.

On finishing his studies under Dr.
Russell, Dr. Fulton went to New York
city, where he spent a year attending
clinics and engaging In medical re
search. He then returned to Mt. Ver-
non and started in the practice of
medicine with the late Joseph Gor-
don He continued this partnership
until the death of the latter, since
which time he has practiced medicine
alone.

Dr. Fulton served as coroner of
Knox county many years ago" and at
one time was a member of the Knox
county board of elections. He was a
Democrat in politics and, although
never taking an active part, was al-

ways Interested In the welfare of his
party. He was very much of a horse
fancier and frequently attended races
In Columbus and other cities.

Dr. Fulton was the owner of sever-
al Mt. Vernon properties, chief among
which are the McDermott building,
the building occupied by the Knox

" County club pool room and the one
occupied by the White Palace theatre.
He had other holdings In the city and

Burned In An Explosion Was

Mrs. O. F. Cooper of East Gambler
street received details Sunday of a
horrible explosion in Wesleyville, Pa.,
which resulted In the death of Mrs.
William Gordon and serious burns to
members of the family. The explosion
happened Thanksgiving moinlng and
Mr. Cooper went to Wesleyville im-

mediately on bearing of his sister's
death, Mrs. Cooper leaving Sunday
when the details and funeral arrange-
ments arrived.

The Gordon family resided over a
store in Wesleyville. Kerosene leak-

ed from a can in the store and, on
becoming Ignited, caused an oxdIo-slo- n

which wrecked the building.

ceived, while Mr. Gordon and daugh-
ter, Mabel, He in n critical condition
In a hospital. Mario and John Gor-

don were also badly, but not serious-
ly, burned and aro Btnyiug with their
grandparents.

Of Drugs

Columbus, O., Nov. 29 If the esti-

mates made by United States Reve-

nue Collector B. E. Williamson ap-

proach correctness, ono voter of ev-

ery 15 In Ohio Is addicted to the use
of habit-formin- g drugs. His figures,
which have been produced after
months of investigation and research,
are larger by far than any that have
been made for tho Buckeye state, and
show tho difficult nature of the task
that the federal government has as-

sumed In attempting to break up the
use of these agencies of physical,
mental and moral destruction.

Williamson has forwarded to Wash-
ington a revised calculation of the
number of drug users in Ohio, and by
drug users he refers to those who
habitually use to a greater or lesser
degree opium and Its derivatives,
which lncludo dionln, heroin, mor-

phine and codeine, and also cocaine
and chloral. Ills computations show
that the number of users is approxi-
mately 160,000, and that there aro ful-

ly as many men as women who aro
addicted to the drugs that pass un-

der the general Inclusive name of
"dope."

Although they aro not classified,
Williamson is certain they Include
all ranks and conditions in society,
from the denizens of the underworld
and from those who gain a livelihood
in the questionable occupations to
those of social standing and wealth,
education and apparent refinement.
In many instances the information
has been secured by federal agents
from the prescriptions which are re-

quired to be kept filed under the
terms of the Harrison act.

The original estimate sent to Wash-
ington was that the state had 130,000
users of habit-formin- g drugs, but the
further the investigation was pushed,
the more was the volume of evidence
that Indicated that the figures should
be revised upward. The original fig-

ure was substantially that fixed by
the officials of tho state engaged In
the suppression of tho traffic. It has
been concluded, however, that tho
state figures are far too conservative.

Williamson has been using the fig-

ures he has secured as a text for lec
tures to physicians on their duties un-

der the Harrison law. He has frankly
told the physicians that the figures
are In a high degree sensational as
showing the inroads that were made
during the time that both states and
nation paid little attention to the
matter.

Incidentally, he has not failed to !

Impress the responsibility of the phy-

sicians themselves in the premises,
emphasizing the wrong of the prac-

tice of prescribing habit-formin- g

drugs Indiscriminately.
As the Interest of federal authori-

ties In tho prosecution of Illegal traf-
fic In drugs has increased that of tho,
state has diminished. Under the pro-cedi-

administration considerable
stress was laid upon the eradication
of the traffic in tho state and a vig-

orous campaign was carried on. It
has been largely discontinued with
the substitution of inexperienced men
in the places of those who had ac-

quired no little skill in the art or de-

tecting tho illicit dealers and venders.
That a falling off In the trade In

the habit-formin- g drugs is gradually
taking place is observed by those en-

gaged in tho drug business. The cer-

tain methods of tracing opiates from
the raw mate'rial to tho ultimate con-

sumer thereof has been disconcerting

to tho vendors and has enforced grad-
ual abfitinonco as tho supply becomes
nioro and mora difficult to obtain,

A few nummary punishments uftor
(oiivlcllon of physicians who engaged
In tho liunltiPSH Illegally havo also
had their erfficls.

Of lato tho practice of robbery or
offices to obtain supplies of opiates
has shown signs of becoming unpop-
ular, since "robberies" and "burglar-Ins- "

that woro not gonulno havo been
traced down by fedcoral agonts and
participants threatened with rigorous
prosecution, Tho exporlenco that has
boon gained in tho past Is being used
with good effect to close up tho new
avenues of supply and tho strict sys-
tem of recording preccrlptlons Is
proving vnluablo as a means of check-
ing tho ovil.

Salesmen for whoIeaMo pharma-
ceutical cstabllshements report that
sales of preparations contatningjhab-it-formin- g

drugs are decreasing. Many
physicians havo declared that they
aro using substitutes for tho drugs
that aro prescribed by tho federal re-

strictions and havo llttlo need for tho
drugs thoy formerly, used freely.
Eventually, many declare, the traffic
in theso drugs will disappear almost
entirely from the practice.
